SOCCER STARTS VIOLENTLY 


On Sunday the British Soccer Season started with more than 17S fans being!s 
arrested in two incidents. 
: Police arrested 95 Soccer fans after rioting broke out on a train. in 
Oxfordshire last night . 

And more than 80 people were arrested during and after a Scottish League Cup 
match between arch-rivals Celtic and Rangers, which Celtic won 2-1 in Glasgow. 

The Tfain, travelling from Hereford to London, was stopped by the Guard, 
Mr Tom Allsworth, who refused to allow it to travel any further. 

Dozens of Soccer fans tried to run through his brake van. 

"T could not guarantee the security of the Royal Mail any longer," he said. 

Squads of police surrounded the carriages as Mr Allsworth walked back along 
the line for a mile and placed detonators to warn following trains. 

After being held up for an hour, the train moved on to Oxford. 

About 40 fans- supporters of Oxford United - Were "imprisioned" by officials 
in the rear compartment. 

Earlier, Oxford drew 0-0 in a friendly. game at Hereford 

A Thames Valley police spokesman said; "All 95 people have been taken to 
Oxford police station where they are being interviewed in the gymnasium." 

After the Glasgow match,-attended by 63,000 supporters, dozens of fans 
were treated fro minor injuries. : 

One youth was seriously hurt and four others detained in hospital after 
a friendly game between Workington and Carlisle in north-west England. Working- 
tone beat Carlisle 2-0. 


Weekend Matches

Public Service Soccer 


August 16th saw the final match of the 1973 Public Service Soccer Association 
Championship.

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REFS DECISION: 


Many times we hear a football supporter say that his team lost the 
game because of twoor three decisions by the referee. Has the average supportor 
ever seriously thought of the number of decisions made by a referee in the 
course of every game? In an average football league game there wil} probably 
be more than 40 throw-ins (in two recent match counts a Second Division game 
produced 64 throws, and Fourth division game 61 throws.) 


There could be as many as 20 corners, or as few as 4 or 5; free-kicks 
for fouls, direct and indirect, and liable to range between 20 add 35. Fach game 
usually has one or two hand-ball incidents; off-sides may result in between 3 
and 10 stoppages. Goalkicks will vary from approximately 15 upwards to a number 
in excess of 30 


Taking into account "advantage" decisions by the referee, and "playing on" 
when it may have been thought that an infringement occurred; cautions issued 
and goals allowed or disallowed; it is fair to suggest that a referee assisted 
by his linesmen, will make at the very least 120 decisions during each 90 minutes 
_ of football. If, in watching a game, the spectator considers that a few mistakes 
have been made by the officials, he might spare a thought for the number of 
occasions on which the referee has been correct.
